T he lazzaront were a class of vaga­ 
bonds In Naples, Italy, 
w hich formed 
a distinct caste in the Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth centu ries. 
They an­ 
nu ally elected a chief, called Capo 
Lazzaro, who was recognized by 
th® 
au thorities and frequ ently took an ac­ 
tive part in political affairs. 
Ip. 1647, 
headed by Masaniello, they overthrew 
the government and held possession of 
the city for a few days. In 1798, insti­ 
gated by Cardinal Ku iTo and led by 
Michele Sforza. they su ccessfu lly re­ 
sisted the attacks of the French. The 
lazzaroni had no homes nor regu lar 
occu pations. They wore ragged clothes, 
were filthy in their habits and slept in 
the open air. They g« jt their name 
either from Lazaru s, the beggar, or 
more probably from the hospital of 
St. Lazaru s, which served as a place 
of refu ge for the destitu te of the city. 
Some au thorities say the word is de­ 
rived from the Italian lazaro (leper 
or pau per).

Nicho las. 
One of these Is In Glacier 
Natio nal park, in Mo ntana, and v isi­ 
to rs pro no unce it o ne o f the mo st spec­ 
tacular features of this scenic wo nder­ 
land. 
Iceberg lake, as this bo dy o f water 
Is mo st appro priately called, is abo ut 
sev en miles fro m the famo us Many 
Glacier ho tel, uni} Ue9 In an amphi­ 
theater 
fo rmed by the 
precipito us 
Cathedral 
wall and 
Mo unt 
Wilbur, 
Betw een the lake and the cliffs Is a 
glacier, fro nting o n 
the water, and 
large blo cks o f Ice break fro m Its face, 
so that there are Iceberg s in the lake, 
In iuudsummer. 
The snow for the formation of th e 
glacier blows ov er the walls of th e 
amp h ith eater, and collects in th e basin 
in h uge drifts. 
Th ese, th awing and 
freezing, result in Ice. 
Th e outlet of 
th e lake is too sh allow to allow th e 
Icebergs to p uss out, so th ey melt 
th ere, with th e result th at th e w ater 
h as, ev en In summer, a temp erature 
of only 8 9 degrees Fah renh eit. 
De­ 
sp ite th e coldness of th e water, many 
v isitors swim in 
it 
and are p h oto­ 
grap h ed scamp ering about on th e Ice 
floes. 
NVar Iceberg lake is Gunsigh t lake 
and Gunsigh t p ass, th e latter being 
one of th e most famous p asses ov er th e 
Continental Div ide. 
Glaciers are on 
ev ery h and, and dozens of streams 
tumble into th e p icturesque lake. 
At 
one time a fme ch alet was located on 
th e snore, but it was swep t away by 
an av alanch e. 
Ice may occasionally 
be seen floating on Gunsigh t lake, but 
most o f th e glaciers wh ich feed th e 
lake are ldgh abov e th e water. 
Th e 
Blackfoot glacier, two miles distant, is 
th e largest In th e p ark, cov ering an 
urea of ten square miles.

Bu ck leather is close flbered, soft a f ­ 
ter w earing and warm. 


Salt Acts Like Frost. 
The u se o f salt with ice to produ ce 
Ice is an old dev ice. 
'<nv scientists 
are u sing salt and hi-fi tem peratu res! 
to cou nterfeit the action of ice and 
fro st in the w eathering of bu ilding 
m aterials. 
In 
tests of waterproofing 
m aterials and stone preserv ativ es at 
the bu reau of standards, In W ashing ­ 
ton. lim estone after being treated with i 
the preserv ativ e is soaked in a strong 
salt solu tion and then dried at a tern- i 
pent tu re abov e 1(X) deg rees, F ah ren­ 
heit. 
This driv es off the w ater and 
the salt cry stallizes In the pores of 
the stone. 
As the cry stals form they 
ex pand, ex erting a pressu re and w e a th -[ 
ering effect sim ilar to th at of frost. 


Interest Cut in Ha lf 
The United S tates cou rt for China. 
Shang hai, recently held th a t tlx * leg al 
rate of interest applicable on ju dg ­ 
m ents rendered by the United States 
cou rt for China w as G per cent per 
annu m . 
In the past a ra te of 12 per 
cent has been allowed, In conformity 
w ith an old consu late reg u lation per 
m itting this ra te of Interest on ju dg ­ 
ments. 
The cou rt held, howev er, that 
the D istrict of Colu mbia code prov ided 
a leg al rate of 6 per cent Interest on 
ju dg m ents, th at this w as the law fo r 
the United States cou rt for China, and 
th a t in th e fu tu re only this ra te wou ld 
be permissible.

Ev ery ­ 
thing went with a v iew to remov ing 
the dang er to one’s life, no m atter 
w hat position or predicam ent he be in. 
T he idea was not to lay an opponent 
on the mat, bu t to disable him or kill 
him 
as the circu m stances 
requ ired. 
Later, when the u se of g u npow der 
m ade hand-to-hand fig hting in battle 
Improbable, Ju -Ju tsu lapsed into ob­ 
liv ion for some y ears, from which U 
w as finally drag g ed, dressed u p, re­ 
paired and altered to su it th e requ ire­ 
m ents of the Ja panese aristocracy . 
Ju -Ju tsu can be rou g hly div ided into 
th ree classes. 
First, tricks for hold­ 
ing ; second, tricks for throw ing ; and 
third, tricks for disabling or killing an 
enem y by means of blows or kicks.

New York.—Radio, mov ies and the 
au tomobiles are not deterring the New 
Yo rkers of 
M a nh a tta n 
from

books in the 
public library and Its 
branches. 
Officials of the library find 
no su ch falling off as that com plained 
of by Dav id A. Boody , president of the 
board of tru stees of the Brookly n li­ 
brary , at a recent monthly m eeting of 
the board. 
T here has been a falling off in the 
nu m ber of books Issu ed from th e cir­ 
cu lating library departm ent In New 
York, bu t officials are able to trace 
that directly to qu ite another cau se. 
Fo r the last sev en y ears there has 
been no Increase in the city ’s apprcq ri- 
ntion for the purchase o f new bo o ks 
for the circulating department. 
As a 
resu lt the stock of books Is actually 
less by some 20,000 than it was sev en 
y ears ag o. 
T his is du e to the u su al 
w ear and te a r and loss to which more 
than 9 ,000,000 borrow ers a y ear su b­ 
ject the books. 
It has been im pos­ 
sible. with the fu nds at hand, to m ake 
u p this loss. Ln consequ ence, there h a s 
been a slig ht falling off ln the actu al 
nu m ber of books loaned, bu t, ln 
the 
opinion of the library officers, a gain 
rath er than a falling off in the dem and 
for books.

The lazzaroni were a class of vaga­ 
bonds in Naples, Italy, which formed 
a distinct caste in the Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth centuries. 
They an­ 
nually elected a chief, 
called Capo 
Lazzaro, w ho w as recognized by the 
authorities aud frequently took an ac­ 
tive part in political affairs. 
In 1647, 
headed by M asaniello, they overthrew 
the governm ent and held possession of 
the city for a few days. 
In 1798, insti­ 
gated by Cardinal Buffo and led by 
M ichele Sforza, they success fully re­ 
sister! the attacks of the Frenclu 
The 
lazzaroni had no homes nor regular 
occupations. They wore ragged clothes, 
were filthy In their habits and slept in 
the open air. They got their name 
either from Lazarus, the beggar, or 
more probably from the hospital of 
St. Lazarus, which served as a place 
of refuge for the destitute of the city. 
Some authorities say the word is de­ 
rived from the Italian lazaro (leper 
cr pauper).

and sheathed spikes on their shoulders

.Shetland pony, very affectionate.

Icebergs on Lake in 
Glacier National Park 
Icebergs are usually thought of only 
In connection with the seu, but there 
are a few places where glaciers have 
their outlet on bodies of fresh water 
aud where masses of ice float about 
on lakes, writes T. A. Church In St. 
Nicholas. 
One of these is In Glacier 
National park, In Montana, and visi­ 
tors pronounce It one of the most spec­ 
tacular features of this scenic wonder­ 
land. 
Iceberg lake, as this body of water 
is most appropriately called, is about 
seven miles from the famous Many 
Glacier hotel, arn} lies in an amphi­ 
theater 
formed 
by 
the 
precipitous 
Cathedral wall and Mount 
Wilbur. 
Between the lake and the cliffs is a 
glacier, fronting on the water, and 
large blocks of ice break from its face, 
so that there are icebergs in the lake, 
In mudsummer. 
Tile snow for the formation of the 
glacier blows over the walls of the 
'amphitheater, and collects in the basin 
in huge drifts. 
These, thawing and 
freezing, result In ice. 
The outlet of 
the lake is too shallow to allow the 
Icebergs to pass out, so they melt 
thefe, with the result that the w ater 
has, even in summer, a tem perature 
of only Si) degrees Fahrenheit. 
De­ 
spite the coldness of the water, many 
visitors swim in 
it 
and are photo­ 
graphed scampering about on the ice 
floes. 
Near Iceberg lake is Gunsight lake 
and Gunsight pass, the latter being 
one of the most famous passes over the 
Continental Divide. 
Glaciers are on 
every hand, find dozens of streams 
tumble into the picturesque lake. 
At 
one time a Ane chalet was located qn 
the shore, bul it was swept away by 
an avalanche. 
Ice may occasionally 
be seen floating on Gunsight lake, but 
most of the glaciers which feed the 
lake are high above the water. 
The 
Blackfoot glacier, two miles distant, Is 
the largest in the park. covering an 
area of ten square miles.

Ju-Jutsu originated several hundred 
years agt), before the time of gunpow­ 
der, and Its purpose was the elimi­ 
nation of nu opponent. 
As It was con­ 
sidered to be used only in a deadly 
combat, there were no fouls. 
Every­ 
thing went with a view to removing 
the danger to one’s life, no m atter 
what position or predicament he be In. 
The Idea was not to lay an opponent 
on the mat, but to disable him or kill 
him as the circumstances required. 
Later, when the use of gun pow clef 
made hand-to-hand fighting in battle 
Improbable, Ju-Jutsu lapsed into ob­ 
livion for some years, from Which It 
was finally dragged, dressed up, re­ 
paired and altered to suit the require­ 
ments of the Japanese aristocracy. 
Ju-Jutsu can be roughly divided into 
three clashes. 
First, tricks for hold­ 
ing; second, tricks for throwing; and 
third, tricks for disabling or killing an 
enemy by means of blows or kicks. 
The latter class Is the real essence of 
the art. 
It more nearly approximates 
the old art than either of the other 
two branches. The first two, as taught 
today, do not differ greatly from the 
science as applied to catch-as-catch 
can work.

Million Readers Use 
New York Library 


New York.—Radio, movies and the 
automobiles are not deterring the New 
yorkers 
of 
Manhattan 
from 
using 
books in the public library and Its 
branches. 
Officials of the library find 
no such falling off as that complained 
of by David A. Boody, president of the 
board of trustees of the Brooklyn li­ 
brary, at a recent monthly meeting of 
tile board. 
There has been a falling off in the 
number of books issued from the cir­ 
culating library department In New 
York, but officials are able to trace 
that directly to quite another cause. 
For the last seven years there has 
been no increase in the city’s appropri­ 
ation for the purchase of new books 
for the circulating department. 
As a 
result the stock of books is actually 
less by some 20,000 than it was seven 
years ago. 
This Is due to the usual 
w ear and tear and loss to which more 
than 9,000,000 borrowers a year sub­ 
ject the books. 
It has been impos­ 
sible, with the funds at band, to make 
up this loss. In consequence, there has 
been a slight falling off In the actual 
number of books loaned, but, In the 
opinion of the library officers, a gain 
rather than a falling off in the demand 
for books. 


Novel Way to Hatch Fish. 
The Edinburgh Scotsman says tile 
Chinese have a novel way of propagat­ 
ing fish. 
The spawn Is carefully col­ 
lected from the surface of the water, 
and when a sufficient quantity has 
been obtained they take a number of 
hens* eggs, the contents of which have 
been carefully emptied through a small 
aperture, and refill Hie shells with 
spawn. 
The holes are sealed up and 
the eggs put under the broody hens. 
The hens art* allowed to Incubate the 
eggs for a certain number of days, 
whoa the ceps are again broken and 
their content- put into water that has 
been previously warmed by the sun. 
Tn a very short time the -pawn hatches 
and the young fry are then kept in 
pure fresh w ater until a sufficient size 
to be able to care for themselves.
